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FLEET WILL FACE MOCK A-BOMB 


WASHINGTON, () — The , 


Navy shoves off today for a 
mock battle with the two things 


that give it gooseflesh—atom 
bombs and “snorkel” submar- 
ines. 


Major warships, including the 
45,000-ton carrier Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, and the equally big 
battleship Missouri, are sailing 
from east coast ports for the 
mid-Atlantic and later, the Car- 
ibbean, 

Billed as the Navy’s biggest 
peacetime exercises, the games 
will combine some 35,000 men, 
120 ships and several hundred 
aircraft to practice the latest 
tricks of sea warfare. 

Navy Alerted 

The Navy is on the alert not 
only for its first deep-sea trial 
of fighting ships against the 
A-bomb, but &lso because of 
disparagement of naval power by 
air power enthusiasts. . 

In particular, the air force 
has criticized the navy's yet- 
| unbuilt 65,000 ton carrier as a 


pushover for bombers. 

The Navy has argued heatedly 
that even the A-bomb could 
sink no more than one ship out 
of a task force because of the 
wide dispersal between ships. 

The Atlantic fleet will be be- 
deviled by two imitation atom 
bombs, “simulated guided mis- 
sile attacks” and an assortment 
of new high-speed submarines 
that are practically invisible on 
@ radar screen. 

Bomb Burst 

One mock A-bomb wil) burst 
above the ships, another below 
the water in an effort te dis- 
rupt the amphibious assault 
landing that will climax the 
tests in mid-March. 

This follows the pattern of the 
1946 Bikini tests when a guinea 
pig fleet was attacked above and 
below the water by the new 
weapon. The underwater blast 
lashed the ships with radicac- 
tive water—the real thing was 
turned loose at Bikini—and 
made the bottom of the lagoon 
dangerous te this day.
